Applicants assert that a person skilled in the art would 
understand that the 5' -3' sequence for the reverse TS 
primer is the reverse complement of the TS mRNA sequence 
depicted in Figure 7, at nucleotides 1036-1060. 
Accordingly, the sequence listing has been amended at SEQ 
ID NO: 18 to replace ''0" with "G". We confirm that the 
content of the computer readable copy of the sequence 
listing is the same as the content of the paper copy, 
which does not go beyond the disclosure of the 
application as originally filed.
